The  preen  stinkhug  has  alnost  conpletcl;/  d.ostroyed  tona.tocs,  heans,  a.nd. 
peas  over  the  southern  half  of  Alahanai,  Vetches,  Austrian  v/inter  peas,  and 
crinson  clover  very  seriously  dnna-ped  on  a.hout  200,000  a.cres  in  the  hilla-nettc 
Vp,llov,  Oreg,  h;/  randen  slugs. 


The  potato  tuher  worn  is  very  ahunr'ant  and  doing  consideraiDle  danage  to 
potatoes  on  the  Sastern  Shore  of  Virginia.  It  v/as  also  reported  from  parts 
of  Louisiana. 

The  cohhage  looper  occurred  in  outhroaJc  nunhors  in  eastern  Virginia  and 
in  damaging  nrunhcrs  in  i^arts  of  Texas  and  OklaJiona. 

The  sweetpotato  weevil  was  reported  fron  Hutchinson  Covuty,  Hans.,  this 
heiiifg  the  first  record  for  that  State, 

Indications  are  that  la.rgc  populations  of  holl  weevils  will  no  into 
]iihcrnation  over  ^lost  of  the  Cotton  Belt, 

The  cotton  leaf  worn  durin":  the  second  week  in  the  nonth  appeared  in  ITcw 
Bnvland  and  during  the  third  week  in  the  nonth  throughout  the  last  Central 
States  and  in  Hehraska, 

Fines  have  haen  severely  infested  hy  the  Suropean  pine  shoot  noth  in 
arcam  in  Connecticut,  Few  York,  Jersey,  and  Massachusetts, 

Tile  hoxelder  hug  vra.s  unusually  nur.crous  throughout  the  Middle  Atlantic, 
last  Central,  ano  Meet  Central  States,  heing  particulanly  trouhlesone  because 
of  enterina-  houses. 

The  screvarorn  was  reported  as  unusually  ahuii'rnnt  in  narts  of  Indiana,

Grasshopper  surveys  in  Aunist  revealed  li^-ht  to  noderate  infestations 
over  the  greater  part  of  the  a,-gricultv.ral  area  in  Manitoba,  In  general, 
damage  vras  very  lifit,  although  sone  late  crops  in  tho  Red  River  Valley  and 
Cannon  areas  suffered  severely.  The  cloar—winged  grasshopper  was  fonnd  to 
ha.ve  extended  its  range  into  northern  areas  of  the  Province,  In  southern 
sections  the  lesser  ‘ligratorjT-  and  two— striped  anavS shoppers  were  predoninant. 

In  Saskatchewan,  vrhere  the  doninant  species  is  the  lesser  nia:ra,tory  gra.ss- 
ho'  prr,  there  was  a high  survival  and  narked  increase  of  grasshopiiers  this 
sea.Gon  over  much  of  the  Province,  but  particularly.^  in  the  west  and  vrest-centra 
regions.  Considerable  dama/’e  to  later  grain  crops  occurred,  and  flam  suffered 
heavily  in  snio  anea.s.  In  Alberta,  the  lesser  rd.gratbry  grasshopper,  although 
a’rcatly  reduced  as  conpared  vrith  194o,  vras  present  in  snail  nunhers  over  iDram- 
ticaJk'  the  whole  cultivated  amea  of  the  southern  part  of  the  Province,  Hea-vy 
damaa'c  along  the  nargins  of  wheatficlds  occurred  in  a nunber  of  localities, 
and  head  drop-aing  reduced  the  aT-io'ld  1 or  2 bushels  per  acre  in  sone  area.s.
